STATEMENT OF REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 



Although, Samain et al. (US 5,496,377) as a closest prior art, teaches a process for dyeing 
keratinous fibers comprising the step of directly dyeing keratinous fibers by contacting the fibers 
with a composition containing direct dyes followed by the step of applying to the keratinous 
fibers a gas containing water vapour having a temperature of at least 75 °C and wherein the 
contact time between the gas and the dyed fibers not exceeding two minutes (see abstract). 
However, the patentee differ from the applicants is that the reference does not teach or disclose a 
process for preparing a dyeing composition or a process for dyeing keratinous fibers comprising 
the step of percolating stem under a pressure of at least 3 bar through at least one pluverulent 
compound capable of generating a solution capable of dyeing keratinous fibers as claimed. 
Further, the prior art of record (US' 377) does not teach or disclose a device for packaging at 
least one pulverulent compound capable of generating a solution capable of dyeing keratin fibers 
as claimed. Accordingly, the claimed subject matter as a whole would not have been obvious to 
one having ordinary skill in the art of keratinous fibers dyeing formulation and application.
